Rabies Awareness 
Week draws attention 
to deadly disease 


‘Incidents of rabies in Alabama 
have nearly doubled in the past five 
years. 

+150 cases of rabies were report- 
ed last year in Alabama, 

‘Once clinical symptoms of ra- 
bies appear, the disease is always fa- 
al 


Frightening facts like these have 
led the Alabama Veterinary Medical 
Association and the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health to cooper- 
atively designate June 3-8 as Rabies 
Awareness Weck. The week is de- 
signed to educate people about the 
seriousness of rabies, and encourage 
annual vaccinations of their pets by 
veterinarians, as required by law, 
Public clinics will offer low-cost 
vaccinations in most counties 
throughout the state. 

Rabies is a disease of all warm- 
blooded animals including humans. 
The best way humans can protect 
themselves against the disease is by 
vaccinating all cats and dogs annual- 
ly. According to the U.S. Public 
Health Service, more than 70% of 
all domestic pets must be vaccinated 
to ensure that animals and humans 
alike are not threatened by rabies. 
However, only 44% of Alabama’s 
dogs and cats were immunized in 
1995. Since more than half of hu- 
man exposure to rabies is through 
the family pet, annual vaccination is 
crucial. 

“Many people mistakenly believe 
that since their pets stay in the yard, 
or in the house, they cannot become 
infected,” says Dr. William John- 
ston, Alabama State Public Health 
Veterinarian. “But the fact is, pri- 
marily carriers of the disease, such 
as raccoon, bats and skunks, all 
make home close to human popula- 
tions. Pets can easily come in con- 
tact with them in their own back- 
yard, or even in the house if there is 
an opening, such as a chimney, 
through which animals can enter.” 

“And infection does not come 
solely from bites,” Dr. Johnston 
continues. “A scratch or even a lick 
from an infected animal can trans- 
mit the deadly virus to your beloved 
pet. All that needs to occur for trans- 
mission is contaminated saliva con- 
tacting a wound, or even the eyes or 
mouth,” 

If your pet contracts rabies, there 
is no cure. Having your dog or cat 
vaccinated annually by a veterinari- 
an is the only way to ensure your 
pet has a rabies-free life. Veterinari- 
ans are experts in rabies prevention 
and management, and must be con- 
sulted to protect the community 
from the disease. To find out where 
public clinics will be offered in your 
county, either call your family vete- 
rinarian, or contact your local health 
department.

City sets sale date for old school property -

The Elba City Council’s prepared 


agenda appeared routine for Monday 
night but reality was anything but 
routine. 

The council set a date to auction 
three parcels of the old school prop- 
erty, which upset council member 
Earl McCollough considerably. 

Then a recommendation by May- 
or Ricky Haywood to hire Dave Sut- 
ton for 30 hours a week in the police 
department sparked a heated argu- 
ment and a 3-3 tie vote, resulting in 
his not being hired. 

The action to set a public auction 
for the real estate came after City 
Clerk Henry Clark recommended the 
council set an auction date for sever- 
al pieces of excess equipment. When 
the suggestion it be combined with 
the long discussed sale of the three 
parcels of real estate was made, 
McCollough got upset. 

One of the parcels is the 2 plus 
acres between Cook Chevrolet and 
the old elementary school. It is 
where McCollough has been trying 
to establish a youth park, where 
teenagers can meet at night to chat, 
etc. without disturbing others or 
hanging around business parking 
lots. A street light has been installed 
and picnic table built and placed on 
the property. ‘ 

When asked for his recommenda- 
tion of a sale date, McCollough said 
forcefully, “I am not for selling 
property. I haven’t agreed to selling 
any since I have been on this council 
and I will not agree to this.” He re- 
minded council members of his ef- 
forts to establish a place for the teen- 
agers and now they were talking 
about selling it. 

The council voted to set and ad- 
vertise the sale date for the first Sat- 
urday in August. The property to be 
included are the elementary school, 
with 6.7 acres; a 2.2 acre parcel and 
a 3.1 acre parcel both on the South 
side (or Cook Chevrolet side) of 
Dixon Street. 


* The recommendation to hire 
Sutton ran into trouble immediately. 
Haywood said the department need- 
ed some help with updating the 
SOP’s (Standard Operating Pro- 
cedures) and this is a golden op- 
portunity to get this man (Sutton). 

He explained the man was a cer- 
tified officer in Texas and would 
soon complete the Alabama Police 
Academy in Ozark, and possibly as 
the honor graduate.

Later he said 
Sutton would also be doing some pa- 
trol work, if hired. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton said she understood the need for 


more help in the department but, 


“We have a situation with the pend- 
ing law suit and we don’t need to put 
another officer in and then a federal 
judge order us to put someone back 
to work I think we need to let the 
slot stay vacant and save whatever 
money we can.” Later, after the tie 
vote was recorded and reminders of 
all the problems facing the police 
were mentioned, she atked if hiritg 
this man for 30 hours would solve 
all those problems and “If so, maybe 
I did vote wrong.” However, no one 
would say this would solve all the 
problems. 

Council member Ben Carpenter 
said, “I was unaware of this com- 
pletely. Why couldn’t we be con- 
tacted on this type thing before they 
are presented?” 

Haywood said he didn’t have 
time to come around and drink cof- 
fee with each council member and 
tell them everything that was going 
on. His job was to make sure the city 
runs efficiently. 

Carpenter said he didn’t have 
time to drink coffee either, but coun- 
cil members had been accused of mi- 
cro managing the police department, 
but they don’t even know what is go- 


ing on down there. 

Council member Brad Wilson 
then spoke up. He said, “Since all 
this has come up, let’s get the rest of

MOTION TO PRICE NEW VOTING MACHINES PASSES 
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Commissioners discuss plat & roads

Looking at the agenda for Mon- 
day’s meeting of the Coffee County 
Commission, one might have 
thought it would have been brief. 

There was no old business to take 
care of, and only one item was listed 
under new business - review of Lake 
Nichols Estate’s preliminary plat. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell, 


_in presenting the subdivision plat, 


told commissioners that the one ap- 
ERONee RONIOU by the commis- 
sion been revised. The new plat 
reflects a completely redesigned sub- 
division. 

According to Tindell, and the pre- 
liminary plat and Ms. Mary Helen 
Lannan (the developer), the roads 
(streets) in the subdivision will now 
be paved and it will be constructed 
within strict compliance with the 
county’s subdivision regulations. 

Tindell noted that the new plat 
had been reviewed by both the Ala- 
bama Health Department and the de- 
partment of natural resources and 
conservation service, and they have 
signed off (approved) on the project. 

Some recommendations made by 
the department of natural resources 
and conservation have been incorpo- 
rated into the design of the subdivi- 
sion. 

The county engineer recommend- 
ed to the commission that they ap- 
prove the “revised” design of the 
subdivision, 

After no motion was made from 
the commission, Commission Chair- 


man Robert Stephens recessed the 
meeting for five minutes (10 min- 
utes) to allow the commissioners to 
look at the revised version of the 
preliminary plat. 

During the discussion of the plat, 
Kenneth Fuller, the county’s attor- 
ney, stated that he saw no problem 
with approving the ‘‘amended pre- 
liminary plat.” Commissioner Ste- 
phens had raised the question as to 
whether or not another public hear- 
ing was required since the plat had 
been revised, 

Both Fuller and Tindell comment- 
ed that they felt the public hearing 
requirement had been met by the 
previous hearing and no additional 

earing needed to be scheduled. 

Upon reconvening the meeting, a 
motion was made to accept the pre- 
liminary plat; however, during the 
discussion period of the motion, it 
was decided that the matter needed 
to be tabled until the next meeting - 
June 24, 

Tindell reported to the commis- 
sion that the contract for construct- 
ing the third cell at the county's 
landfill had been awarded to Couch 
Incorporated of Dothan. Their bid 
was $1,287,632.05. 

There were only three bids sub- 
mitted on the project. They were: 
BEC Allwaste of Birmingham, AL 
with a bid of $1,405,688.34; S.A, 
Graham Construction of Troy, AL 
with a bid of $1,314,790,00; and the 
Couch Inc,

While writing about municipal elections, here are some personal 
observations. There are a whole bunch of people offering for the 
inayor’s office, anyone should be able to pick a favorite candidate 
from that group. However, we are unable to name a total of five 
candidates running for city council. Anyone who has ever been 
around city government will tell you that it takes a team to operate 
this city or any city, therefore several good Elba folks need to jump 
into that arena. This is not an effort to get any person opposition, 
but a plea to get at least one candidate in each of the five council 
districts! Right now we are aware of only one candidate in each of 
several districts - #1, #2 and #3. The incumbents are secking re- 
election in those areas. In #4 and #5, we were still listening for 
names until Monday evening. Ben Carpenter did a flip-flop this 
week and said he would be a candidate for a full term in District #4. 


Brad Wilson is the incumbent in District 5. He still has not indicat- 
ed his exact plans. Brad is considering running for re-election, but 
also for several months has been considering a run for mayor. We 
don’t know how serious this last is right now, but at one time it was 
serious enough that he explained how he could be a full time mayor 
and still make a living for his family. In one-on-one conversations, 
back when Elba didn't have a city clerk, we suggested he might just 
add city clerk to his wish list, which he did. But if you know Brad, 
you know he wanted the last word, so this week police chief was 
also put on the list. Again, we don’t really know what Mr. Wilson 
will do ... we will report it after it happens!

Latest Report Shows Greater Medicare Crisis 


Last Wednesday, the Medi- 
care Trustees including Clinton 
Cabinet Secretaries Reich, Rubin, and 


Shalala released their annual re- 
port on the Hospital Insurance Trust 
Fund.

The Adminis- 
tration took no action except to attack 
Congressional plans to save the Medi- 
care system. 

* In May 1995, Senate Major- 
ity Leader Bob Dole and House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich called for a 
commission made up of both Demo- 
crats and Republicans — similar to 
the one that saved Social Security in 
the 1980's — to be set up to save 
Medicare. In response, White House 
officials immediately dismissed the 
idea. 

¢ In June 1995, the Adminis- 
tration submitted a 10-year plan to 
balance the budget which only pro- 
posed to keep Medicare afloat for 
two additional years beyond its pre- 
dicted collapse date. In effect, a 
Band-Aid solution for a government

Now is the time to 
buy flood insurance 


With hurricane season officially 
Starting June 1, the Federal Emer- 
ency Management Agency 
(FEMA), Alabama Emergency Man- 
agement Agency, and the Coffee 
County Emergency Management 
Agency encourage renters and prop- 
erty owners--especially those in the 
Gulf Coast arca--to purchase flood 
insurance policies now to provide fi- 
nancial protection from floodwaters 
and storm surge. 

“Buying flood insurance is one of 
the most important things anyone 
can do to help themselves recover 
from a flood disaster, FEMA Direc- 
tor James Lee Whitt said. “Recent 
changes in the law allow us to make 
sure that more people have this cov- 
erage and keep it.” 

The National Flood Insurance 
Program (NFIP), administered by 
FEMA, makes _ federally-backed 
flood insurance available in commu- 
nities that adopt and enforce flood- 
plain management ordinances to re- 
duce future flood damage. “Coffee 
County is a participant in the NFIP,” 
Coffee County Emergency Manage- 
ment Deputy Director Terry Wilkins 
said. Currently, nearly 3.4 million 
NFIP policies representing over 
$330 billion worth of coverage are in 
force in more than 18,000 participat- 
ing communities. Flood insurance 
may be purchased from insurance 
companies and licensed insurance 
agents, 

“Homeowner's or business insu- 
rance policies do not cover flood’ 
losses,” Wilkins said. “This cover- 
age must be purchased separately) 
and you must keep in mind that there 
is a 30-day waiting period before the 
new flood insurance policy is effec- 
tive." For a single-family home, the 
maximum coverage amounts are 
$250,000 for the structure and 
$100,000 for its contents. Maximum 
coverages for businesses are 
$500,000 for buildings and 
$500,000 for contents. 

There are two important excep- 
tions to the 30-day waiting period. 
First, there is no waiting period fol- 
lowing the initial purchase of flood 
insurance when that purchase is in 
connection with making, increasing, 
extending, or renewing a mortgage 
or construction loan; the policy will 
become effective upon loan closing. 
Secondly, there is no waiting period 
if the initial purchase occurs during 
the 13-month period following the 
revision or updating of a flood insu- 


‘ rance rate map; in this case, the poli- 


cy will go into effect at 12:01 a.m. 
the day after purchase.

Bids received by the state for the 
project were higher than expected; 
therefore the wording of the agree- 
ment had to be revised. 

Tindell noted that nothing has 
changed concerning the county's in- 
volvement in the project. It will re- 
quire no county funds, The county 
will provide engineering services 
and will make the necessary inspec- 
tions of the bridge construction. 
Funding will be by the state and City 
of Elba - $310,200.00 from the state 
and $40,100.00 from the city.

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Another lawsuit filed against Elba

Lawsuits continue to plague the 
City of Elba. Two have been filed re- 
cently, but this time they are not 
wrongfully termination cases, but 
dealing with real estate. 

Reverend Hirrom Williams, min- 
ister of the New Abundant Life De- 
liverance Ministries has filed a 
$250,000 racial discrimination suit 
in federal court claiming the city 
council refused to sell the auditor- 
ium of the old Elba High School. 
The church is presently leasing the 
property. 

Williams charges in his suit that 
the council approved the sale of the 
gym of the former school to a white 
businessman but refused to sell his 
predominately black church the 
property they are leasing from the 


city. 

The details on the gym sale are 
that businessman Ken ‘English, 
oprating as English Diversified Prod- 
ucts, could acquire the property un- 
der the Alabama Industrial Develop- 
ment Act, but since he is not actively 
employing workers in the building in 
accordance with that law, the agree- 
ment is considered by some as being 
null and void. However he is still 
paying the regular lease payments, 
according to City Clerk Henry Clark. 

Alabama law spells out how real 
estate, owned by a municipal gov- 
emment, can be sold. Unless it is 
covered under the industrial develop- 
ment act, it must be sold at “fair
